(By “ADREM”) 

In order to clear up an argu- . 
ment'and for the benefit of 
those who have not seen the 
text of the new rule, I am pub- 
lishing the appended: 

The new rule reads as fol- 
lows: : 

“If with any part of his 

person (except his hand) which 
is between wicket and wicket he 
intercept a’ ball, -which in the 
opinion of the umpire at the
